Magland when he joiied it in 1872. 
Tho late peer—known to the public 
for. most of his life as Sir Weet- 
main Pearson—determined to Jaunch 
out, and within ten years the firm 
were: carrying out contracts of con- 
siderable magnitude. 

The first realy big undertaking 
was the Blackwall Tunnel under 
the Thames, After that they were 
asked to make the tunnels under 
the East River in New York, and 
they also constructed the national 
harbour at Dover, docks at Malta, 


‘a great dam on the Nile, and’a rail- 


way in: Mexico. Nothing was too 
big for them, and they are among 
the many splendid English firms 
that have helped to muke the name 
of England respected abroad. 

The biggest thing of all that, Lord 
Cowdray did was m Mexico, where 
he acquired and developed the ‘oil- 
fields. Tle brought “upon himself 
the opposition of the Standard Oil 
Company of ‘America, who tried to 
crush htm, but with magnificent 
courage he fought _ this gigantic 
combine. with — its illimitable © re- 
sources and defeated it. It is said 
that Cowdray was the only man 
the Standard Oil Company really 
feared.

The fashion amongst French 
writers on Chinese aflairs at the 
moment is te infer that aumerteas 
many gestures of friendliness to- 
wards China, and her past encour- 
ugement of the ultra-Nationalist 
spirit, were made in order to put 
a spoke in’ the wheel of Japan, 
America’s trade rival in the 
Pacific. Undoubtedly, if the aims

In commercial cireles much is now 
being talked about) the etiormous 
crops which Manchuria is likely to 
lave this year, principally owing 
te the fret that over z0,000. emig- 
rants from Svuthem China have 
settled in Northern Manchuria. 
Conservative caleulations can. put 
the figure at 200) million poods, 
Last year was a record harvest but 
this year should be at least 20. per 
cent. more. Only something extra- 
ordinury can spoil the harvest this 
yenr, as, for instance, a serious 
draught or a deluge of rain, There 
has not been such a favourable 
opening of the spring as the pre- 
sent one for thirty years, very soft 
rains shaving fallen immerliately 
after the ground was, ploughed, and 
this, combined with the snow, has 
given the soil an abundance of 
moisture which will keep the young 
plants healthy even if there is & 
drought for some weeks. 

Already the market is discounting 
the future and during the past two 
weeks wheat has fallen 10 per cent. 
in price. With the expectation of 
such colossal crops behoves the 
railway authoritics to secure more 
freight cars as quickly as possible, 
otherwise there will-not be sufherent 
rolling stock to move the crop to 
the ports. —Uehking and Tteatsin 
Times.

tion in British India. 

T understand, writes the Daily 
Telegraph correspondent, that re- 
cent private discussions hetween the 
leading princes have resulted in the 
decision that Mr. L. F. Rashbrook 
Williams, (.B.E:, Foreign Minister 
of the Patiala State, and Colonel 
Kailas Narain Haksar, CLE, 
member of the Gwalior State Coun- 
cil. should go to-'London shortly 
“for the purpose of gauging opin- 
jon there, consulting the proper 
authorities, seeking expert advice 
on the Constitutional position, and 
otherwise advancing the point of 
view of the Indian States and 
urging a full hearing of it before 
the Statutory Commission.” 

Tt is also announced that a num- 
ber of prominent princes are form- 
ing a standing committee of the 
Princes’ Chamber, meeting at Simla 
in May, to exchange views in- 
formally among — themselyes and 
with Government officials in regard 
to vital issues Hkely io crop up 
during the revisian of the Reform 
Scheme. The leaders in these dis- 
cussions, which will be preliminary 
to the drafting of a ‘definite de. 
claration of rights and poliey " for 
presentation at the néxt session of 
the Princes’ Chamber, will prab-, 
ably he the Ma s of Bikanir, 
Patiala, and Kashmir. 

Extremist Attacks. 

The points that are particularly 
perturbing to the princes a this 
time are obsenre, but. their present 
activifies are no doubt. largely the

Crities of the princes’ present 
nervous attitude declare that they 
themselves are largely to blame 
through their lack of interest 
hitherto in the possible effect of the 
Constitutional changes on their 
position, and suggest that the late 
Mr. E. 8. Montagu, when he 
framed the refornis in 1918, intend- 
ed a more prominent and ambitious 
role for the Chamber of Princes 
than they have ever attempted to 
oceupy. 

This is true, but the fact is that 
the native rulers ure now realising 
that, while the first instalment of 
the reforms did not directly affect 
them, dhe next step may possibly he 
of a. different character. Tt may 
result in the necessity for their de- 
finitely envisaging an India with a 
Federal form of Government assign:

French Shipping. 

The annual report on the French 
Mercantile Marine, prepared hy 
M. de Rousiers, general sceretary 
of the Centra! Committee of Freuch 
| ship shows that French 
{ merchant tonnage at present aggre- 
gates 3,372,000 tons gross, against 
3,380,000 tons last year. In the 
course of 1926, 173,208 tons of 
stenmers were added to the french 
merchant fleet, while the total ton- 
nage of steamers broken up or'sold 
to foreign firms was only 117,525. 
Luid-up now aggregates 
155,491 Llons, as compared ‘with 
216,903 tons in 1926. One may. won- 
der, M. de Rousiers adds, whether 
such improvement is dué to parti- 
cular events in 1926, such as the 
strike of British miners, or to more 
general catises. Anyhow, it is note- 
worthy that the percentage of laid- 
up vessels is much lower than the 
avernge world figures, which is 
about 10 per. cont.
